BERLIN, Md.-(/p)—Two well known 


Worehester county men, one of them 
the police chief of Ocean City, were 
arrested Tuesday in connection with 
the alleged kidnaping 'of Charles W 
Brown last week. They wore freed 
on their .own recognizance pending a 
hearing. 


They are Robert Allen, the police 


chief, and George K. Jarvis, wealthy 
cattleman, arrested on warrants sworn 
out by Brown. A hearing was sched- 
uled for Wednesday afternoon, was 
postponed. 


Sheriff William Purnell continued 


hln investigation into Brown's story, 
told .after he was found chained to 
a tree in a swamp near here Sunday, 
He said he had been kidnaped, held 
prisoner for four days and then chain- 
en to the tree when he refused to 
sign documents presented to him by 
his captors. 


Ill Feeling Blamed 


Godfrey Child, state's attorney of 


Worehester county, said he was wait- 
ing word from Sheriff William Purnell 
before taking action. He pointed to 
feeling between Brown and the men 
ho accused, which he said was of long 
standing.

ers, booted and1 big-hatted state law 
enforcement agents, Monday mourned 
the deaths of two former members, 
One departed ranger was of the pres- 
ent and the other of the preceding 
generation.
